People have heard of cor ners in wheat, corn 
and pork, markets have eveo been manipu 
lated in stocks and fron, but a cornering of the 
brick-marketis a new development of human 
ingenuity. A well anown builder told a Post- 
DISPATCH reporter the other day that the
